AN IMPORTANT CONVENTION 


The First Meeting of tne Internation- 
al Irrigation Congress in 
Canada 


For the first time since its forma- 
tion in 1912 the International Irriga- 
tion congress will hold its sessicns 
this fall. Interesting as this news 
Will be to the farmers of the western 
provinces, it becomes still more in- 
teresting when it is known that this 
congress will hold its sessicns in 
Canada. Calgary is the meeting 
place chosen by the board of gover- 
‘nors and October 5, 6. 7, 8, 9 are the 
dates selected. This body is an out- 
growth of the Nations! Irrigation 
congress, which, up to 1912, confined 
its activities to the United States and 
Mexico, At the 1912 meeting in Salt 
Lake City it was decided to increase 
‘the scope of the organization so that 
it would embrace Canada. This was 
done chiefly on account of the great 
strides that Canada had made in irri- 
gation matters and the United 
States experts thought that the ex- 
perts of this country should be given 
an opportunity to co-operate in the 
work. As soon as it became known 
that the body had been made an in- 
ternational one the Industrial Bureau 
of Calgary through the Western Can- 
ada Irrigation association made a 
strong bid for the 1914 convention 
and have been successful in getting 
it. The secretary's office has been 
moved to Calgary and the plans for 
the big meeting are nearing comple- 
tion. 

In givin; the convention to Calgary 
the United States irrigators felt that 
they were doing something that 
would be of benefit to themselves. 
They realized that Canada has been 
making steps forward in irrigation 
and in some phases of the work is 
farther developed than its southern 
cousin. Another thing that the men 
from the United States intend to 
study is the reason that has caused 
so many farmers to leave the United 
States for Canada. Mr. Arthur Hook- 
er, secretary of the congress for 
many years, says in an_ interview 
with a Salt Lake paper, “Even 
though the immigration from the 
States to Canada may be decreasing 
nevertheless the number of good 
United States farmers who are tak- 
ing. up land in Canada presents a ser- 
ious problem to us and the United 
States delegates to the Calgary con- 
gress will make this one of the chief 
points of their study.” 

There is no doubt that few of the 
people of Western Canada fully real- 
ize what great benefits this country 
will reap from the coming of so im- 
potrant a body. There will be some 
3,000 delegates in attendance, which 
together with the representatives of 
foreign governments and _ visitors. 
will bring the total that will attend 
the sessions of the congress in Cal- 
gary well up to 10,000. Of these ten 
thousand there are very few that are 
not men of high standing in the com- 
munities from which they come, In- 
cluded in their number ara some of 
the leading capitalists in the United 
States, practically all the eminent fr- 
rigation and reclamation’ engineers. 
and hundreds of agricultural experts 
—all hard-headed business men. It 
should not take much imagination to 
realize the splendid effect the visit of 
these men will have on the country.

SURPRISED THE CAPTIVE. 


An Incident That Aroused Varied Emo- 
tions All Around, 

In his “Reminiscences” General Basil 
W. Duke of the Confederate army tells 
of an incident be witnessed just after 
the close of the war: 

“One morning about 9 o'clock I was 
sitting on the platform of a station 
waiting for my train when my atten- 
tion was attracted to a squad of Fed- 
eral soldiers who had evidently been 
on guard during the night, but were 
now getting their breakfast. They 
were well supplied with rations and 
seemed in high spirits. 

“Just then | caught sight of a lank. 
hungry looking fellow who was unnis- 
takably an ex-Confederate. He wore 
a ragged, faded gray jacket, with the 
buttons cut off, a pair of most dilap- 
idated blue trousers and an old canvas 
haversack, as empty as extra-sidereal 
space, hung around his neck. If be 
had eaten a square meal within six 
months appearances were deceitful. 
He was partially bidden behind a cot- 
ton bale, whence he watched the Yan- 
kee spread with eyes that threatened 
to protrude across the intervening dis- 
tance. 

“About the time | saw him the 
‘Yanks’ also caught sight of him. They 
beld a short consultation; then one of 
them sprang up, started towurd bim 
and shouted out: 

“*Hello, reb! Come this way; we 
want you! 5 

“For some reason—perhaps because 
1 was sick and peevish—I conceived 
the idea that they wanted to arrest 
him, and my bleod boiled with indig- 
nation at sv totally an unprovoked act 
of oppression, 

“The ‘Johnnie’ evidently entertained 
the same opinion, for be began a rather 
rapid retreat A fresh summons. bow- 
ever, re-enforced by a volley of threats, 
induced him to turn and approach the 
party. with an attempted diguity of 
demeanor that was ludicrous compared 
with bis busty retrograde movement. 

“When he reached the spot where 
the ‘grub’ was the Yanks seized him, 
made him sit down and began to ex- 
ert themselves to uppeuse bis manifest 
hunger. | have known some extraordl- 
nary feeders, but | hovestiy believe L 
have never seen any other two men 
eat as much as that fellow did. He 
kept at it steadily for not less than an 
hour, while the Yanks aided and en- 
couraged him to the utmost. He drank 
six tin cupfuls of coffee He swelled 
visibly, and | wondered how bis frail 
garments stood the tension. 

“When at length he tinished bis cap- 
tors crammed his weatherbeaten old 
baversack full of hard tack and bacon 
and sent him on his way rejoicing. 

“It is scarcely necessary to say that 
my own feelings in regard to the in- 
cident had very materially changed 
during its progress”

ripening effect kad penetrated almost 
to the stone, and when tasted it was 
luscious and juicy. The cost of ripen- 
ing peaches by electricity is exceed- 
ingly small, as little electricity is 
used.

A Motor Razor Cuts Clean 

For th. benefit of the man with 
heavy Lear? and tender skin a razor 
has been invented which cuts the 
beard by a chopping action.

An important advance was made by 
Prof. Pupin of Columbia college, New 
York, in ~899 and 1900, when he 
proved that Heavyside’s suggestion 
an be put into: practical form by load- 
ing the cable with coils of wire wound 
on iron wire cores, inserted at equal 
intervals, but so close that at least 
eight or nine coils are included in the 
distance of one wave length of the 
average wave frequency, Which is al- 
ways taken at 800. 

If the coils ace placed farther apart 
relatively to the wave length they do 
more harm than good. Aerial lines, 
wnderground, cables. avd submarine 
ables. can all be treated in this way. 

New York to Denver Line 


The lougest aerial loaded line is 
that from New York to Denver, 2,000 
miles, which permits good speech be- 
tween these places, and it is the am- 
dition of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Compary to complete a 
loaded line that will render speech 
possible between New York and San 
Francisco, ovr 3,000 miles. 

A line Las just been completed be 
tween Berlin and Rome. It runs over- 
head, except through the Simplon tun- 
nel, with loading coiis a. every »'ght 
miles, and good speech is possible 
ever the whole distance. 

In England the longest loaded lines 
are two t unk lines from London to 
Leeds, 200 miles. The general post 
office has now in operation 30,000 
miles of aerial and underground cir- 
cuits, and 45,545 miles are in the 
course of deing loaded. 

As regards loaded submarine cabies 
the general post office has three—one 
to France, one to Belgium, 48 miles; 
and one to Irelanc, sixty-four miles. 
A fourth which is now being manu- 
factured, is to be laid from Suffolk to 
the nearest point in Holland, 125 
miles. Broadly, loading has rendered 
ft possible to double or more than 
Gouble the distance of effective tele- 
phone intercourse. 

In regard to wireless telephony Dr. 
Fleming said the arrangements are 
closely similar to those employed in 
wireless telegraphy but in the base of 
Whe antenna, or coupled to it, must be 
placed a micraphone by means of 
which the speaker's voice makes 
changes in the resistance of the an- 
tenna circuit, the result being to vary 
the amplitude of the waves emitted 
without altering their wave length. 

The difficulty is to obtain a micro- 
phone that will carry large high fre- 
quency currents. By the aid of an in- 
genious liquid miicrophone Prof. Vanni 
of Rome, has transmitted speech for 
625 miles. Fessenden, in the United 
States has telephoned a few hundred 
miles, and Poulsen, in Denmark, Colin 
and Jeance in France, Goldschmidt in 
Germany, and Ditcham in England 
fhave covered greater or less distances.

Brought About by Professional

White men, principally British. are 
leaving South Africa to try their for- 
tunes in other British Dominions. In- 
formation that thousands of whites 
emigrated from Cape ports between 
July and December last is contained 
in a blue book just presented to the 
South African parliament, aad on this, 
it is believed, is based the statement 
made by General Smuts in connec- 
tion with labor agitators, that “their 
action had resulted in the recent de- 
parture of thousands of workers. He 
feared that the cherished white ideal 
had been shattered.” 

A South African magnate expressed 
the opinion that the exodus of re- 
spectable white men from the Union 
of South Africa has been due entirely 
to the state bordering on anarchy 
which has prevailed in this country 
for some time. South Africa has been 
the scene of operations of most viru- 
lent agitators, who have secured a 
dangerous following. The preaching 
of discord has been a fruitful cam- 
paign, und industries have received 
blows from which they will not re- 
cover for some time to come. It is 
not fear of a strong government that 
has driven these men away, but of a 
native rising in ‘the event of revolu- 
tion on the part of ° discontented 
labor.

TO LIVE IN SHADOW OF DEATH 


Murderer To Get Respi*e From Year 
to Year if He Behaves 

A respite of a year and a day has 
been granted by Governor Cox of 
Columbus, Ohio, in the case of Leslie 
Humphries, under sentence to die in 
the electric chair. 

While the death sentence will con- 
tinue to hang over the man, Governor 
Cox made it known that he will re- 
commend to future governors that 
respites be granted from year to year, 
provided Hu’iphreys makes a good 
record as a prisoner in the Ohio peni- 
tentiary. 

His Wages as a prisoner will be 
turned over to his dependant family. 

The governor's action in the Hum- 
phries’ case is without precedent in 
Ohio. Humphries killed Samuel S. 
Kelly of Lanark, W.Va. After his 
arrest he confessed tha. he robbed 
his victim of several hundred dollars. 
Later he maintained that the killing 
resulted during a fight.

CLEVER EVASION OF THE LAW 


The Curious Place Where John K. 
Graves Turned Out Hie Shot and 
Bullets and the Contract the Courts 
Declared Had Not Been Broken. 


late Senator Allison, whose 
home was at Dubuque, Ia., thoroughly 
enjoyed humor and a good story. One 
day when in a reminiscent mood Mr. 


Allison narrated the following story, |. 


bared upon facts. which is worth a 
Place among tales extraordinary: 

“Along about 1860, when the west 
was yet quite new, a number of busi- 
Dees men in Dubuque conceived the 
idea of establishing a plant for the 
manufacture of sbut and bullets. At 
the time there was no factory of that 
sort nearer than St. Louis, and. with 
a lively demand for ammunition, it 
was figured that a shot tower would 
pay like a California gold mine. The 
tower was built, the necessary ma- 
ebinery was put in at large expense 
and production begun. 

“For a time business was quite sat- 
Iisfactory; then demand slackened, and 
it soon became apparent that the enter- 
Prise would never develop any Stand- 
ard Oil dividends. After a time some 
of the stovkholders became disgusted 
with the whole business and practical- 


ly offered to give nway their holdings, 

“Amony them was John K,. Graves, 
who afterward became a power in 
eastern lowa politics, Graves quietly 
bought up the stock as it was offered, 
getting practically all of it eventually 
on the basis of 5 or 10 cents on the 
dollar. Just what Graves wanted this 
stork for his associates in the venture 
conld not figure out. but they did not 
lose any sleep over that. They were 
tickled to death to get anything out of 
the dead enterprise. It hud been los- 
ing muney for some time. 

“Soon after this the war broke out. 
Graves instantly saw bis opportunity. 
War makes great quantities of bullets 
Qecessary, and he made preparations 
to supply them. He indulged in cer- 
tain statements concerning his plans 
and purposes in the presence of per- 
sous be knew would fash the informa- 
tion to a St. Louls concern, and his 
theme worked admirably. Inside of 
two weeks a man whom Graves knew 
to be a representative of the St. Louis 
shut tower company called upon him 
and in the course of the conversation 
brought up the subject of stock in the 
Dubuque company, After several days 
of dickering and bantering Grayes un- 
fonded his entire boldings of stock at 
over fifty cents on the dollar, realizing 
& smail furtune. 

“By the terms of the agreement, 
bowever, Graves legally bound himself 
got to erect a shut tower within -a 
oundred miles of Dubuque within ten 
years. The representative of the St 
Louis concern bad scarcely got beyond 
tight of Dubuque, down the river, until 
Graves sent in an order for a complete 
equipment of machinery for a new 
shot muking plant. While awaiting 
its arrival he indulged in a little sur- 
veying. 

“Dubuque is situated partly upon a 
lofty bill or series of hilis, and the tn- 
‘and country is extremely rough. When 
wundering among the bluffs Graves 
tame upon the excavation of a deep 
well, Shortly afterward there was 
considerable activity in that vicinity. 
A force of men was employed tu re- 
Move the debris, and the hole was en 
larged and bricked up. A tuteral ip 
cision was made into the side of the 
bluff, striking the main vertical shaft 
& hundred feet froin the surface open 
(ng. Here ‘a room was dug vut and 
bricked up and prepared for the recep- 
tion of machinery. By the time this* 
work had been completed the outfit ar- 
cived and was quickly installed, With. 
tn two or three months of the time of 
fisposing of the stock of the Dubuque 
sepcern Graves bud the new suburban 
Guderground§ establisiment in full 
Dlust, producing bullets and shot. 

“Of course pews of the pew factory 
speedily reached the St. Louis concern, 
and they sent an attorney to Dubuque 
loaded with contracts and receipts and 
Paraphernalia for making trouble, The 
lawyer called on Graves and plainly 
told him that if be did not shot up 
shop he would get the Iuw on biw 
quick. Graves replied that he did not 
understand be had violated any jaw 
or any pledge and that be would go 
eight along making bullets, suggesting 
to the attorney that he start proceed 
ings The attorney invited Graver’ at 
tention to the bond given by the latter 
that be would pot engage in the manu 
fucture of shot or bullets within 100 
niles of Dubuque for ten years, Graves 
contended that he had entered tuto no 
such covenant; he had pledged bimself 
Got to ‘erect a shot tower,’ and asked 
the attorney if be had erected a shot 
tower, The attorney said that was
